Sri Mir Ahmad AU Khan :— For the construction of gates we 
have to provide the money and in the present circumstances we are 
not able to provide all the monies. Whenever we tind convenience 
for providing the money, we may send up proposals. 

Sri S, Vemayya :— The hon. Minister has said that there are 
some technical difficulties that stand in the way of opening the gates. 
Will the hon. Minister say what they are ? , 

Sri Mir Ahmad Ali Khan : — "I have to inform you that 
necessary drawmg for provision of lifting of barriers at the above 
noted level crossing has been prepared and sent to the Chief Enginner, 
Central Railway, Bombay for approval and on receipt of which the 
necessary sanction of the Additional Commissioner of Railways 
Safety, will be obtained for opening the level crossing for traflSc." 

Sri Y, Visweswara Rao : — Have they laid any condition that the 
State Government should maintain the Gate staff ? 

Sri Atir Ahmad Ali Khan :— The Gate stajff is maintained by the 
Railways themselves. 

Sri S. Vemayya :— There are certain cases where the Central 
Government is insisting that the State Government have to maintain 
the whole gate staff when a new Gate is opened. If it is so , there may

S'n C. JD. Naidu (Chittoor):— Mr. Speaker, Sir, I congratulate the 
Finance Minister for having presented a balanced budget, but I am 
constrained to suggest some drastic modifications in view of the 
national emergeney. 1963 — 64, unlike the past 15 years, is an year 
ofgretest struggle for our own survival. The naked aggression of 
China has opened our eyes and we have to keep our eyes open always 
hereafter, h is agreed and accepted by all top leaders that the 
invasion by China is not a border dispute alone, it is not for territory 
aloiie but is an invasion aiming at the supremacy of Asia and expansion 
of communism. The Chinese prepared very well for so many years 
for war, intruded and invaded India, occupied our land, fought with 
us and ceased fire also by themselves. At every stage, they had the 
upper hand. They demande*! and dictated to us. In wars, it is a 
well-known fact that to achieve victory, we have not only to assess 
the strength of our enemy , but at the same time we have to know 
also our own strength. There is no use under-estimating the strength 
of the enemy and over-estimating our own strength, so that now there 
are 4W<J aspfects of the matter, one being if the Chmese attacked us 
again ^ are we » prepared? Next if the Chinese did not attack at all 
and they are satisfied with the possessions they have taken in our 
land, in future, are we prepared to attack them and take the 
iuitiitive ourselves and them away according to our resolution ? 1 am 
very i^nhappy that these two aspects of the matter have m)t* been fi»lly 
discussed or even acted upon fully actively and vigorously by our 
top leaders. In no speech or broadcast we find the definite stand 
tafeen by our leaders and our Government in regarfl to this parti<mlar 
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issue — ^throwing them away and driving them away from our land at 
any cost. I am of the opinion that at any cost, we must be united, 
and all the resources of the State and also of the nation should be 
pooled together aiid we should try our best to drive away the 
Chinese that are in our land. Though there is a declared emergency, 
the war efforts are not adequate and are also not vigorous. Mere 
collection of N. D. F. would not win the war and the 40 ccores and 
odd collected so far, would be, in my opinion, in view of this gr^t 
struggle, a bubble in the mighty ocean. To ifight the cunning and at 
the saqae time i very powerful China,we have to make -very effort Jlie 
resources of the country have to be pooled , material of the whole 
nation has to be mobolised and concentrated, consistentiv and 
constantly for a >ear or two, so that we may be prepared tofigx the 
Chinese. To fight the Chinese a very huge army and huge sum of 
money is essential not only to get the material required but equip 
ourselves in a fitting manner lo fight the powerful nation, China, 
Compul ory military training has to be given to all persons betw^ 
the age of 1 8 to 35 years and people above 35 years of age will have 
to look after the administration, I may suggest to the Qovernment 
that the retirement age of State services may ^e raised to 58 years as 
m other States and the Central Government. In this regard, for 
such a type of war, such a mighty war, we have to saiifiee our o^?m 
little comforts and conveniences relating to our villaget ,. to out 
constituencies and to our State too, I feel in view of what I have 
said, in view of themi^ty t^kthat is before this naticm, considering 
our prestige and the ifiternational status, if we are determined that 
we should fight the Chinese at any cost, 42 J5 crores in the present 
budget can be set aside for war effort or for the defence of our 
country. t least, I believe that 25 per cent of expenditure can be 
cut from every Demand except that of Education^ AgriewUiire 
Industry and Health in view of this emergency and we can suspend 
all the Plans and Schemes that are unremun^ative for the present 
and renew them whenever necessary later. Zamindari compcnsa^on 
can be postponed. Building and roads unconnected with the 
defence can be stopped. The major portion of the grante to tte 
. Zilla ParWiads can be cut. All the matmal that is arailabte caabe 
taken over by the Govetmnent* Infect, it is agreed and accepted 
that there is a lot of wasta<?e. That part can be eat down At^ the 
matc^als that ate watTafe^ in the Zilla Parishads can fee uMm^^ 
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Tl?iep,,S,ir, the repayment of the public debt may ako be 
postpon.ed,4nd a. drastic cut can. be made in the Demands Nos.53 and 
54./ I am also qf the opinion that even, the,, activities of this legi^la- ■ 
tive - Assembly .can be curtailed; it is enough if the Assembly sits 
for short durations of two sessions in a year. An ordinance can be 
passed so as to squeeze a large portion of the incomes from the rich 
peojJle who ' are not coming forward to pay for the National 
Defence Fund. 

It is being said by ojir leaders on behalf of the Government, 
we will gd on with the plans ; we will go on with our own schemes 
of development ; we will go on with our blocks and with jeeps ; 
we will go ahead With' nationalisation and we will go ahead with 
all our luxurious schemes ! I ask, if the Government wants to go 
OU' with such huge schemes of development as contemplated, how 
can we go to- w^r ? Both these things cannot be done at the same 
time ; these two things, planning and schemes are inconsistent With 
the War efforts, as we are doing now. Therefore, the common man 
is askfiig' : are we fighting the Chinese ? When and how ? For this, 
a difittite answer is expected from the Government. 

' -Sir, . the hon. Finance Minister has suggested auctioning of 
neera shops; It is again a farce. Auctioning of neera shops 
would not fetch revenue, except increasing corruption 
to,a great extent. It is because, in the neera shops only illicit 
toddy will be sold instead of neera. That is why, honest people 
may not come forward and bid at the auctions, and naturally the 
Governtnent may not be able to get the expected revenue. In this 
connection, I am only unhappy to see that, in spite of the members 
of the Gov6rnment party supporting the scrapping of prohibition, 
the*06Ve1iimettt havei not made tip their mind to implement what they 
actuatty feet In tjieir conscience. I am only sorry for their weak- 



mtndedness.

In sffttfe of the emergency, one sees in the books on China that 
theXhiiese Govermiient propagated very vehemently and vigourously 
for family planning ; family planning is accepted to be very gop^d for 

40d^ years. Not only the Government but the people also ^omi l^.,j 
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realize the importance of this aspect, and in this age if we want to 
survive, if we want to be as active as any other nation ^ if we want to , ^ 
have our own international status, we have to live like any other 
powerful nation iathe world. 

In this aspect of getting more revenues, I may also state that the 
Government may stop, or at least suspend, nationalisation of the bus 
routes and auction them. If the bus routes are auctioned, they would 
really fetch large revenues to the State. I do not mean to say that 
nationalisation should not be done, but still the Government can 
suspend it in view of this emergency for a year or two. So, auction-^ 
ing* of the routes at this juncture will fetch revenues and 'help the-. 

* 

nation. - - 

With regard to the gold control order, lam very sorry to mention - 
that it has scared the whole nation. For a comman man, the little 
gold that he has would help him at times of emergency. Though it is 
a piece of central legislation, it has thrown out • of employment ' 
thousands of goldsmiths in our State also. I would request the'Stiite - 
Government to provide some relief measujres by showing alternative 

t 

employment to these goldsmiths who aire expert craftsmen. 

In regard to the river water dispute, we mpst stnctjy adhpre to 
the 1951 agreement, and we must also go ahead with our Pochampad 
and Sreesailam projects. If the State Government finds it difficult to 
solve this problem with the Centre or otter State Governments, I may 
suggest that a sub-cpmmittee of members of the Legislature,*' belon^n^ ' 
to all groups, may be constituted, \^ho would fight out on behalf of, 
our State without fear or favour to regain our rights under ^ the 1951 
Agreement so that we would be able to execute not only Pochampad 
and Sreesailam projects but other projects too.
